Summary of reasons for decision: 

Mirror's Edge is a single-player first person action-adventure game, available on PC, Xbox 360 
and PlayStation 3. Gameplay consists of a medley of freestyle running across urban 
environments, puzzle solving and occasional combat sequences. Some of the violent acts are 
likely to affect younger players, but the game requires considerable skill to manipulate the 
character around the environments and it is arguable that the fast paced interactive nature of the 
game results in the player focussing on manipulating the controls in order to win the game rather 





than focussing on the depictions of violence. Therefore the game is classified unrestricted, 
though better suited for persons 16 years and over. 

This publication does not raise issues that make it likely to be restricted. As such the rights and 
freedoms in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 can be read consistently with 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 and are not impeded in any way.
